TBK CHIEF DIFFICULTIES

mining due west from Fort William across the small 
Caminitiqiua river to Lake Shebardown and theace 
to illile Lacs.

Tlie Broadway Arcade Swindle Expesea- 


How to Believe f»e City. 


In tlio full anil instructive exVibit which we 


published yesterday In our report of the facts 
presented and arguments made before Gover- 
nor Hoffman, at Albany, on "Wednesday last, 
acainet the Broadway Arcade bill, the out- 
rageous character of that scheme as a swindle 
upon public rights and private rights is laid 
bare in all its details. The reasons thus pre- 
senled against the signing of this bill we 
hold to be so conclusive that we can hardly 
entertain a doubt as to the decision of the 
Governor. 


From these arguments it appears that when 


the proposed excavations get faiiiy under way 
there will be a complete state of chaos and 
confusion, rendering not only Broadway totally 
useless and impassable, but blocking up all the 
streets leading from one side of the city to the 
other; that the bill also proposes to turn 
over to the discretion of this Arcade Company 
the public parks along the line; and that there 
are no safeguards to the private property 
along the route. Indeed, the Arcaders are 
authorized to appropriate the vaults the whole 
length of Broadway, to the house walls, with- 
out compensation. The Tote provided for of a 
majority of the property owners along the 
route is a delusion, because the most valuable 
property of the city below Union squaw <o the 
Battery may ba voted away by property holders 
oa the 1'me up at Harlem river and thereabouts. 
The bill, on its face, makes provision for the 
sale of the franchise, thus leaving Broadway 
and the city at the met ey oi'a pack of irre- 
sponsible and unknown speculators, without 
limit as to time. It invalidates the contracts 
entered into by the State with the Pneumatic 
Tunnel and Underground Railway Companies, 
and grants franchises already covered by these 
and other pardes. 


Kest as to the engineering diffic'iltics and 


damages involved in this destructive scheme. 
At the estimated progress of the work it will 
take over fifty years to carry it frgm the 
Battery to Harlem river, and som» twelve 
years from the Battery to Union square. An 
excavation twenty-two feet deep is to be 
made from the house walls ou ona side of 
Bro.idway to the house walls on the other side, 
clearing away carriage pavement, sidewalks, 
vaults, gas pipes, Croton water pipes and 
sewers. This work will involve the danger of 
unsettling the foundations and bringing down 
into a mass of ruins the front of every heavy 
building oa ihe arrest. At the low level of 
Canal street, as we have alteady suggested, 
a caasevray elevating the street and cause- 
ways e'evatiag the cross streets in that region 
some twenty feet will have to be built ; or a 
system of underground and uudw-vrater tun- 
nelling will have to be adopted, which will pro- 
bably of itself fix a blockade overall thatkm- 
level of the city on and contiguous to Broad- 
way !or ten years to come, rendering utterly 
useiess all the property thereabouts for these 
ten years, except for ths purposes of this 
Arc.ide ring. 


And yet again. In the public parl>s along 


the line of this pr^osed Arcade it is left to (he 
discretion of the company whether they shall 
seize public property to the extent of ten mil- 
lions or fifty millions. Tae' eitent of their 
&*< relioaary papers to seize and appropriate 
public and pri'ratb property is without a 
parallel in the history «Van-T leeisllatlon of an-v 


government of which we have 47 rccorl3' "^ 
(he looseness of the terms in ret'erenot, _ 
the company are required to do is so ver/ >v 
mark able that the bill has the appearance of a 
daring scheme of a gang of blackmailers 
authorized by -the Legislature; for "a share of 
the swag." to levy their forced contributions to 
the extent of millions upon millions of spoils 
and plunder. 
But iu all its infamous features 


of robbery and spoliation this bill, in the 
exposures of Messrs. Jaffray, Detmold, A. T. 
Stewart, Hilton, Chapman aad Ogden, has 
been so fully explained to the Governor that 
we not only expect a veto, but a public 
proclamation from him against this atrocious 
scheme of plunder which will serve as a whole- 
some warning to our mercaaary lawmakers at 
Albany for years to come. 


Tae question, then, recurs, cramped be- 


tween two broad and deep rivers as our city 
is, how can we be provided tlieways and 
means of speedy egress and ingress for a mil- 
lion of people between Harlem bridge and the 
Battery? From thi- undulating surface of the 
city, with its several and extensive depressions 
to near the water level, underground railways 
are impraciicable,.,and surface steam lines are 
oat of the question beyond the half-way lines 
now tolerated inside the island. The only 
alternative, then, is the elevated or aerial rail- 
way system adopted by some of the London 
lines. On this plan, however, we may have 
two, three or half a dozen steam lines from 
the lower to the upper end of the island, pass- 
ing over the tops of the houses between any 
two of the parallel streets from the East river 
to Harlem. On this plan a steam line could 
be constructed in connection with the proposed 
Brooklyn bridge, whereby passengers might 
coaie down from Albany to Brooklyn Heights 
without detention or change of cars. By these 
elevated roads, too, business men might leave 
the lower end of the city at half-past five and 
still be at home in Westchester, or in the heart 
of Long Island, in time for their six o'clock 
dinner. 


In any event, we fully share in the opinion 


of Mr. A. T. Stewart that Governor Hoffman, 
knowing as he knows and identified as he is 
with the interests of this great city and the 
rights of its people, cannot sanction this 
abominable Arcade bill. 


Revolutionary 
Tiogress In Ensl^o'l— T£ie 


Woman's Sn'Jraso Bi!I in I'orliiantint. 


The first thought on receiving the tele- 


graphic news from London of tha passxgo of 
the Woman's Suifrage bill on the second read- 
ing in the House of Gammons was that the 
action 01 that body could hardly have been 
serious. 
Tlie extraordinary character of the 


measure, and such a revolutionary step in con-. 
servalive Old England, seemed almost incredi- 
ble. 
But the question was discussed and the 


bill passed in a serious manner. It should be 
remembered, to», that the contest is made in 
the House of Commons on the second reading 
of a bill. The first and third readings are 
more of a formality. The number of members 
present to vote on the b',11 was small, it is true. 
which might indicate that no deep inte- 
rest was taken in 
it, 
but there was 


a pretty large majority. The vote stool 124 
yeas to 91 nays. It appears that it was not a 
ministerial measure, though from the br'ef 
telegram announcing the passage of the bill 
we do not see that it was opposed by the 
Ministry. What the fata of the bill would have 
been in a full or large Houss is doubtful. It is 
probab-'e the Ministry has been cotnpiratirely 
passive, out of regard to the radical Bright 
party, which is a power both ia Parliament 
and the Cabinet, and, which, it is known, is in 
fivor of female suffrage. 


Whether the bill should pass tha thiri read- 


ing or not, or should not go through the 
House of Lords, the important fact rcjmiins 
that England is making rapid strides in the 
broadest democratic princ.iples. It is a sig- 
nificant 
sign of the 
times and 
of 
the 


wonderful future that is just opening to the 
world. Such a proposition as tbis would 
have been considered 
a 
joke a short 


time ago. Aud England, which has been 
so conservative and so opposed to innovations, 
astonishes us by this proposition of the House 
of Commons to give the suffrage to women, 
Iu this matter England is iu advance of the 
United States. 
But the action, of Parliament 


will give strength and impetus to the women's 
rights and suffrage movement here. 
It will 


not be long, probably, before the question will 
be seriously considered by Congress. We cer- 
tainly think the intelligent white women of 
this country are as much entitled to the si f- 
ftage as the mass of ignorant negroes, and r.re 
sure they would use it more intelligently. 
It 


may be a question whether giving women the 
suffrage would tend to their own welfare and 
the benefit of society, but in this revolutionary 
and progressive age the concession, probably, 
will be made and the crperimont triad. 
I* would give the 
women of this coun- 


try 
great 
power. 
Their 
itifiueace 
at 


prosent is much greater than is generally 
supposed. 
The women of America have 


more infiueaco orer 
men than those of 


most other countries have. Tbere is a defer- 
ence and chivalric devotion to women here uol 
found elsewhere. Add to Ihe social and moral 
inaaence thus given the Bams political power 
that men have arrl we should see, probably, the 
men become inferior in position to the women. 
The weaker sex. aH it has been called, and as 
nature has made it physically, might become 
the strongest socially and politically. It has 
bsen maintained that men have a stronger in- 
tellect than women generally ; but if the latter 
obtain political equality, iu addition to their 
superior social advantages and influence, Iho 
whole order of society may bfj reversal, and 
mea may take the back seat everywhere flud 
in all affairs.

VIVED.—Martin Van Buren obtained a great 
reputation, before and after he became the 
eighth President of the United States, on ac- 
count of the assiduity and attention he be- 
stowed upon raising cabbages in his home- 
stead grounds—viz., Kinderhook.

prompt organisation, given evidence that they 
feel aa active interest in the impart mt matters 
entrusted tolhem, and we look with confidence 
for an e^rly result of their labors. No sub- 
ject connected with metropolitan improv-e- 
insuts is s 'cond to this one. We are, in fact, 
a century behind the necessities of eomrnsrce, 
and the wonder is, that, with tho wretched ac- 
commodations afforded to it, we have any 
comroerco at all. For years our merchants 
and shippers have bsen forced to submit to 
annoyances, delays and expenses calculated to 
destroy any trade or occupation in the world. 
Certainly no city which, like New York, owes 
its existence and prosperity to commerce, 
ought to hesitate to provide that commerce 
with all necessary and decent facilities. 
As it 


is now, with hardly a solitary exception, our 
wharves and piers are the most offensive, most 
dilapidated and most unhealthy portion of tho 
ci y. The slips aro filled with mud, and re- 
quire constant dredging. 
Tho wharf construc- 


tions are either criba made of logs and filled 
with stone, or wooden piles driven into the 
beds of the rivera with platforms built upon 
them. These piles decay above the water line, 
and are replaced by new ones alongside of 
the old. No arrangement could .possibly be 
davised which would be better caloulated to 
check the tidal currents, to collect the refuse 
which is thrown into the rivera and to aid 
sedimental deposits. Tho consequence is that 
the vilest refuse matter, including dead ani- 
mals of almost every description, can be seen 
at all times floating backwards and forwards 
with the ebbing and flowing tides. Vice and 
filth seem to revel ia these preciacts. Ragged, 
thieving boys and debauched men and wo- 
men, rubbish and old lumber, rickety shan- 
ties, grogshops aail all manner of low 
dens meet tho eya ia every direction.

may be. The number and magnificence of 
these docks correspond with (he esteat of the 
vast commerce attracted by them. Over one 
hundred and twenty million dollars hag been 
expended by tbe city of Liverpool to secure the 
most perfect port accommodation ever formed 
by the skill of man. and experience has proved 
it to be the best investment that coulil have been 
made. A portion of this large sum was re- 
qu'red to improve the harbor and the anchorage 
for sbipping ; whereas we have been blessed 
with tho finest natural harbor in the worlci, 
which does not require tho expenditure of a 
suicle dollar; hence our neglect to provide 
suitable wharf facilities is the more culpable 
and short sighted. -

The Senate Refuse to Pension the Widow of 


President Uncoln.' 


The Senate Committee on Pensions, to whom was 


referred the House bill granting a pension of $3,ooo 
per annum w Mary Lincoln, say io theirreport made 
to-day that although by tne constitution ofthe United 
States the President is made Coramamter-iu-Chier or 
the Army and Navy, he is a, civil and not a military 
officer. 
The death or President Lincilu oc- 


curred wh.le. he was engaged in business ot 
oivil life. 
There was no principle oa which 


pensions had hitherto been granted in this country 
which would warrant the passing of tms bill. No 
prov siou of this nature has ever been made lor the 
•widows or families or any one of tne Presidents or 
other civil officers of tiie United States, although 
many of them, like Mr. Lincola, rendered most ex- 
alted service to the country; and iwo of the Presi- 
dents died while in office, and the families or some 
of them were left in very slender pecuniary 
circumstances. There is nothing, so tar, to dis- 
tingmsn this case from that of a great body of civil 
officers or the government, who. of all grades, 
from the 
highest to the lowest, from 
the 


eailiest period, have lost their 
live-* while 


in tne performance of public duyss, and have 
lelt behind them widows and orphans In bD- 
reavement. aggravated by poverty and want. It has 
not been deemed advisable in a iree country to pro- 
Tide peimitneiit emoluments in favor of tne families 
of high officers of the State, as in European coun- 
tries-^ when eminent officers end their official 
term tney become equal, but not superior, members 
of society. The committee are constrame 1 to tind, 
from the facts before them, that Mrs. Lincoln is not 
In fact in the destitute condition which has been 
represented, aud that her means must be rcas mably 
sunk-lent to the just necessity' of a citizen of the 
United states, either at home or abroad. A reca- 
pitulation of her assets show that the balance of 
salary for her nusband'a unexpired year was 
$22.000, and iliat on the 13th or November, 1S67, she 
received as Her share or the personal estate or Presi- 
dent Lincoln $36,765 60 (tho same sum being also 
given to her minor son Thomas), making her 
total cash assets $-58,765 80, in addition to which 
there is some unproductive real estn, e of wlilcli the 
committee have taken no account. They have good 
reason to believe s!te also received no inconsiderable 
amount of clothing, piate. household goods, i-c., 
a'ter the death of Mr, Lincoln, which, in considering 
her pecuniary condition, should he addel to the; 
above mentioned sum. Subscilpttona were opened' 
for MTJ. Lincoln, but tlic committee are not informed 
what amount has b 'en realized. Mrs. Lincoln does 
not seem 10 urge her claim entirely on the ground of 
actual want of the comlorts of We. In her ptik'on 
ti admitted from Frantlort praying for a pension 
she state;s.ne has lieun advised to try the mineral 
w.:ters during the anmmer, and then to go to Italy; 
"hut my financial means do not permit me 10 take

agreed to recommend a Southern Pacmc Railroad 
ou the thirty-second parallel, from San Diego, Cal., 
to Marshall, Texas, and to grant the franchise to the 
Southern Transcontinental Railway Company. The 
route fixed upon, the cause of the road and the 
provision of the bill relating to the running arrange- 
ments with connecting roads are such as wore Bus- 
Tested by the committee or tho Gut States men, com- 
posed of Messrs. Sheldon, Sherrot, Perce and 
Clark. The Southwestern States are to "oe liberally 
represented by incorporators from among their 
citizens.
